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CALIFORNIA CLING PEACHES, PACIFIC COAST PEARS, CALIFORNIA APRICOTS 
CALIFORNIA FREESTONE PEACHES AND CALIFORNIA FRUIT COCKTAIL 


Introduction 

This report, prepared in response to the request of growers and canners, 
supersedes preliminary reports on canned cling peaches, pears, and apricots 
issued in May, 195h.4/ The report's objective is to provide the various par- 
ticipants in the canned pear industry~-growers, packers, distributors, and pur- 
chasers--with economic and marketing information. The data summarized here, 
including statistical information on packs, shipments, carry-overs, £,0.b. 
prices, and their relations to the major factors affecting them, are used by 
canners and grower groups in their consideration and formulation of produc- 
tion and marketing policies and programs. Such specific marketing data and 
price relationships are examined with _—e groups in detail and in rela- 
tion to alternative marketing plans at group meetings. It is for use in such 
discussions that the report is prepared in the form presented here. 

The May, 195i, reports were preliminary because: (1) the 1953-5 market- 
ing year prices were averages for the ten-month period June 1, 1953-April 1, 
195h; (2) the canners' carry-overs as of June 1, 195, were estimates based 
on actual ten-month canner movement and projected movement for the last two 
months of the marketing year; and (3) naticnal disposal income for 1953-5 
included an estimate for the last quarter of the marketing year. Those pre- 
liminary estimates were necessary to provide the industry with marketing in- 
formation which could be used before final and complete figures are available.

This report includes final industry data on prices, stocks, and shipments 
for the marketing year, 1953-5). The f.o.b. prices reflect the average indus- 
try experience for the 12-month period June 1,1953, through May 30, 195). The 
June 1, 195h, canner on-hand figures and the 1953-5) marketing year canner 
shipments are based on operations for the complete year ended May 30, 1953. 
National disposable income for 1953-5, however, includes an estimate for the 
last quarter of the marketing year, and exports for 1953-5) include an estimate 
for April-May, 195k. 

In contrast with the practice in previous years when separate reports were 
issued for canned cling peaches, pears, and apricots, respectively, here are 
included comparable data and information on the three canned fruits in a sin- 
gle report. This procedure is followed at this time with the view of conveni- 
ence for grower anc canner groups using the information presented here. Fruit 
canners are generally concerned with the economic status and outlook of each 
of the fruits, and growers have comparable interests in light of the market 


relationships among the several fruits for canning; 


Results 
The f.0.b. prices which reflect the average industry experience during 


the 1953-5 marketing year (June-May) may be summarized as follows:

In addition, it is estimated that some 12,700,000 cases of pineapple moved 
into trade channels through packers' and importers! shipments for domestic 
civilian consumption. 

In addition to providing the basic marketing information summarized above 
and in the attached tables, this report presents the results of statistical 
analyses of the major factors which are related to the industry average f.o.b.. 
prices of canned cling peaches, pears, and apricots, Such major factors in- 
clude the domestic commercial movement from canneries, the level of national 
disposable personal income, and the relative level of prices of canned fruits 
competing with the respective canned fruits, Those price~influencing factors 
are shown in tables appended to this report. The f.o,b. price relationships 


may be summarized as follows: 
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Canned Cling Peaches: 
A change of 1,000,000 cases (2h No. 23 basis) in the commer- 


cial domestic movement of California canned cling peaches, consid- 

ered by itself, was on the average accompanied by a change in the 

opposite direction of about 15 cents a case in the f.o.b. price 

(choice No. 24) of canned cling peaches, 

An increase of 10 per cent in the index of disposable income, 
considered by itself, was on the average accompanied by an increase 

of about 37 cents a case in the f.o.b. price (choice No. 23) of 

canned cling peaches. 

A change of 10 points in the adjusted index of prices of com- 

peting canned fruits, considered by itself, was on the average ac- 

companied by a change in the same direction of about 22 cents a case 

in the f.o.b. price (choice No. 24) of canned clingstone peaches. 
Differences between the actual f.o.b. prices of canned cling peaches (choice No. 
21) and those accounted for by the statistical analysis are given in Table 5 of 
this report. 

The pack of cling peaches in 1953 (17,163,000 cases, No. 23 basis) was the 
second largest on record, exceeded only in 1951. The large pack, supplemented 
by the June 1, 1953, canner carry-over began 1953-5) with close to 19,500,000 
cases, The second largest total movement from canners (16,782,000 cases, No. 
24 basis) resulted in June 1, 195i, canner stocks at 2,708,000 cases (No. 23 
basis). Exports approaching 1,000,000 cases (including the 369,000 cases taken 
by the United Kingdom under Section 550),plus 1,297,000 cases taken by the U. S. 
Defense Department subtracted from total movement, give a domestic commercial 
movement of 11,550,000 cases (No. 23 basis) or the second largest movement into 
domestic trade channels, This movement occurred with the support of increased 
national disposable income but in the face of increased competitive price pres- 


sure from the other canned fruits. 
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Canned Pears: 

A change of 1,000,000 cases (2h No. 23 basis) in the commer- 

cial domestic movement of Pacific Coast canned pears, considered 

by itself, was on the average accompanied by a change in the oppo- 

site direction of about 62 cents a case in the f.o.b. price (aver- 

age of all grades and sizes) of Pacific Coast canned pears. 

An increase of 10 per cent in the index of disposable income, 
considered by itself, was on the average accompanied by an increase 

of about 12 cents a case in the f.0.b. price (average of all grades 

and sizes) of Pacific Coast canned pears. 

A change of 10 points in the adjusted index of prices of com- 

peting canned fruits, considered by itself, was on the average ac-~ 

companied by a change in the same direction of about 15 cents a 

case in the f.o.b. price (average of all grades and sizes) of 

Pacific Coast canned pears. 

Differences between the actual f.o.b. prices of Pacific Coast canned pears (av- 
erage of all grades and sizes) and those explained by the statistical analysis 
are given in Table 9 of this report. 

Due to the short crop in California, the 1953 pack of canned pears on the 
Pacific Coast (5,185,000 cases, No. 24 basis) was the second smallest in the 
postwar years. A substantial June 1, 1953, canner carry-over, with the 1953 
pack, resulted in a total sunply of near 6,500,000 cases for 1953-5. Canners! 
movement in 1953-5 (5,799,000 cases, No. 24 basis) compared favorably with most 
previous years, end June 1, 195, canner stocks were reported at a level of 
717,000 cases (No, 24 basis). Exports continued at a depressed level, and 
United States government takings amounted to 310,000 cases. Thus, domestic 
commercial movement from Pacific Coast canners in 1953-5 amounted to 5,376,000 


cases (No. 24 basis) or somewhat under the movement of the previous year. 
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Canned Apricots: 
A change of 1,000,000 cases (2 No. 24 basis) in the commer- 


cial domestic movement of California canned apricots, considered 

by itself, was on the average accompanied by a change in the oppo- 

site direction of about 40 cents a case in the f.o.b. price (aver- 

age of all grades and sizes) of canned apricots. 

An increase of 10 per cent in the index of disposable income, 
considered by itself, was on the average accompanied by an increase 

of about 25 cents a case in the f.o.b. price (average of all grades 

and sizes) of canned apricots. 

A change of 10 points in the adjusted index of prices of com- 

peting canned fruits, considered by itself, was on the average ac- 

companied by a change in the same direction of about 1l cents a 

case in the f.o.b. price (average of all grades and sizes) of 

canned apricots, 

Differences between the actual f.o.b. prices of canned apricots (average of all 
grades and sizes) and those explained by the statistical analysis are given in 
Table 13 of this report. 

The 1953 pack of California apricots, the largest in postwar years, amounted 
to 4,718,000 cases (No. 24 basis), A June 1, 1953, canner's carry-over of 
616,000 cases gave a total canner supply of 5,364,000 cases (No. 23 basis) for 
the marketing year 1953-5) or the largest total supply in the postwar years. 
Although canner total movement of ), 343,000 cases (No. 23 basis) was the larg- 
est on record, canner's June 1, 195), stocks were built up to 1,021,000 cases 
(No. 24 basis), second only to the beginning of 1918-9 in the postwar years. 
Exports were heavier than in the preceding several years, and United States gov- 
ernment takings amounted to 257,000 cases. Despite the augmented stocks with 
canner's June 1, 195, domestic commercial movement in 1953-54 was the largest 


on record, 
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Data 

Although the sources of the data on which this report is based are indicated 
in the footnotes of the various tables, the following supplementary explanations 
may be noted for the 1953-5: prices, movement data, and other economic informa- 
tion used in the analyses. 

The f.o.b. prices of cling peaches and apricots are industry average prices 
reflecting cannery operations in California, The f.o.b. price for canned pears 
also reflects actual experience of the canneries, but the pear price reflects 
operations of canneries in the Pacific Northwest as well as in California. The 
canned pear price for the Northwest was made available through the Northwest 
Canners Association and that for California was made available through the Can- 
ners League of California. The basic price data for canned apricots were also 
made available through the Canners League of California. The basic price data 
for cling peaches and fruit cocktail were made available through the Cling Peach 
Advisory Board, The price data for freestone peaches and Hawaiian pineapple are 
based on published quotations supplemented by trade information. 

The data on canner stocks and movement are based on reports issued by the 
following agencies: for cling peaches and fruit cocktail, the Cling Peach Ad- 
visory Board and the Canners League of California; for apricots, California 
canned pears, and freestone peaches, the Canners league of California; and for 
Northwest canned pears, the Northwest Canners Association. The movement data 
for canned pineapple were derived from trade sources. 

The index of United States disposable personal income is based on reports 
issued by the U. S. Department of Commerce, The levels of competing canned 
fruit prices, for each of the fruits, are measured by indexes constructed as 
indicated in Tables6,10, andl appended to this report. [Exports are based on 
U. S. Department of Commerce reports, and United States government purchases are 


based on releases issued by the Canners League of California.
